W a s h in g t o n , December 1 2 lh .—The in ­ 
vestigation into the alleged outrages in 
Alaska will be begun by the House Com­ 
m ittee on M erchant M arine next W ednes­ 
day. Those persons m aking the statem ents 
on which the newspaper publications re­ 
lating stories of alleged outrages were 
based have been sum m oned to appear. 
Governor Swineford of Alaska has w rit­ 
ten the comm ittee a letter, in which he 
says he has lately returned from a pro­ 
tracted trip through a large portion of the 
country dom inated by the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company, having visited nearly 
all the stations of the company, and that 
nearly everywhere he found abundant ev­ 
idence to prove every assertion made by 
him against the company in his report to 
Congress and the Secretary of the Interior. 
The comm ittee has snbpenaed him to ap­ 
pear before it to give him an opportunity 
to substantiate his charges.

W a s h in g t o n , 
December 
12th. — The 
House passed the direct tax bill this after­ 
noon, w ithout am endm ent, by a vote of 
178 to 90. 
All the am endm ents were re­ 
jected, and the bill having passed the Sen­ 
ate, now goes to the President for his ap­ 
proval. 
The am ount of this tax levied 
was $20,000 000, of which $17,359,685 was 
paid, leaving a balance due of $2,640,314. 
Under this Dill California is entitled to a 
return of $254,538 67. 
In 1884 paym ent 
was made to California of $31,583 24 on ac­ 
count of 15 per cent, allowed for the cost 
of the collection of the tax. Oregon, under 
the bill, is entitled to $35,140 47. 
Of the votes cast in favor of the bill 41 
were Democrats and 35 Republicans. The 
negative vote was entirely Democratic. 
The bill passed the Senate last January bv 
a vote of 48 to 10. 
There is m uch appre­ 
hension felt by the friends of the m easure 
lest the President should vet i it.

O ur M erch a n t M a rin e S econ d O u ly to 
T h a t o f E n g la n d . 


W a s h in g t o n , December 12th.—T he re­ 
port of C. B. Morion, Commissioner of 
Navigation, for 1888, shows the total ton­ 
nage of the country required to he included 
in his statistics as 4.191,915 tons, and that 
our m erchant m arine is second to that of 
Great B ritain. Since last year there has 
been a m aterial increase in vessels in the 
coastwise trade. 
There is little leason to 
hope, he says, for any considerable increase 
in foreign-going tonnage while the laws re­ 
m ain as at present. The vessels built the 
last year am ount to 218.606 tons. This 
am ount represents 67,637 tons m ore than 
the tonnage construcied the preceding vear. 
Thirty-eight per cent, of the tonnage" was 
built on the A tlantic seaboard, 10 per cent, 
on the Pacific coast, 46 per cent, on the 
N orthern lakes and 6 per cent, on the 
W estern river3. 
The iron and stc-el vessels 
built am ounted to 36 719 tons. 
As to the establishm ent of a naval re­ 
serve, the Commissioner expresses him self 
as in favor of the m easure, rem arking that, 
in case o f war, 
with only the defensive 
meSns now in existence, we would be at 
the mercy of weak nations like even those 
of South America.

December 12th.—Senator 
Stewart to-day introduced a lull authorizing 
the Secretary of W ar, Secretary of the 
Navy and General of the Arm y, acting as a 
Board, to have constructed 250 pneum atic 
torpedo throwers of the highest power, ca­ 
pable of throwing steel torpedoes charged 
with not less than 500 pounds of dynam ite 
or other explosives a distance of five miles. 
These torpedo-throwers to be m ounted on 
batteries for the defense of our harbors, in ­ 
cluding those of New Orleans, Galveston, 
San Francisco, Portland, Or., and San 
Diego. The cost shall not exceed $40.000 
each, and $10,000,000 are appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of the Act.

W a s h in g t o n , December 12th.—The m a­ 
jority report in the Sullivan-Felton con­ 
tested election attem pts to sustain 
the 
charges of bribery, lorgery, false count, in­ 
tim idation, etc., m ade by Sullivan. 
The 
m inority report is an elaborate document. 
It undertakes to disprove each and every 
charge m ade by Sullivan. 
I: says the 
trouble with him is that he could not 
understand how, beiug the nom inee of so 
m any parties, he could possibly be defeated. 
It declares that nineteen out of tw enty 
of the 800 pages of evidence taken by the 
contestant is utterly incom peteut to prove 
any issue m ade in the case, consisting as it 
does of hearsay, gossip and street ru m o r,! 
and declares that the contestant’s record is ! 
little less than an insult to the comm ittee ' 
and to the House. There is nothing in the 1 
evidence to prove bribery, corruption, un- ' 
due influence or im proper conduct on the 
contestant's part, and the fact is brought 
forth that the Democratic Governor, B art­ 
lett, investigated the charges and refused to 
issue a certificate to Sullivan. 
On the 
question of bribery, the only substantial 
proof is that Sullivan bought seventy or 
eighty votes. 
As to the scratching of votes 
with red ink. the comm ittee says that the 
laws of California forbid the use of pasters. 


C O N G R ESSIO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


In th e S en a te. 
W ashington, December 12th.—.Senator 
Stewart introduced a bill in the Senate to­ 
day for the construction of 250 pneum atic 
dynam ite-throw ers, 
the 
projectiles 
for 
which shall be steel shells containing 500 
pounds of dynam ite, with a range of ten 
miles. 
The bill provides that twenty of 
these guns shall be placed around San 
Francisco harbor, fifteen at San Diego h ar­ 
bor and fifteen at Portland, Or., the cost of 
each gun not to exceed $40,000. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of the 
tariff bill im m ediately after reading the 
journal to-day. 
Berry spoke against the bill and pro­ 
tested against the imposition of duties for 
any other purpose than to raise the rev­ 
enue. 
Hiscock supposed that after the Senate 
bill was brought in fordiscussion the Dem­ 
ocrats wonhl be content to offer clauses 
from the Mills bill as am endm ents, but he 
found they were prepared to criticise and 
discuss the Senate bill on its m erits, even 
after their own plan had been rejected by 
the people. 
Reagan was of the opinion that the Re­ 
publican Senators did not recognize the 
agricultural interests of the country, and 
upon this the debate became quite spirited 
and general. 
Hiscock said that according to the Re­ 
publican m ajority given by farm ing States 
in the last election, the farmers did not 
feel this alleged neglect. 
Senator Morgan spoke at length in favor 
of placing cotton ties on the free list. 
He 
said he did co t advocate this am endm ent 
as a beggar for the Southern cotton planter, 
but appealed on just and constitutional 
grounds for the removal of this duty. 
He 
thought, in view of the em barrassm ents 
that encum bered the cotton-growing indus­ 
try, arising out of the civil war. that the 
duty should be removed from cotton bag­ 
ging and spinning m achinery. 
Senator Stewart inquired w hat would be 
tne use of rem oving taxes on articles 
which, according to the Senator from A la­ 
bama, the laborer would be too poor to pur­ 
chase. 
“ Continue taxing the laborer."said Mor­ 
gan, " a n d he will always be thnt. 
W hy 
the honorable Senator was once a laborer 
himself, sod now behold hint, in all his 


m ajesty here, like the verv snow-capped 
sum m its of the lofty Sierra Nevada." 
“ E ntirely due to the protective tariff,” 
was Stewart's response. 
Call supported the am endm ent, after 
which a vote was taken, and it was rejected 
—18 to 23. 
Coke offered an am endm ent to fix the 
rate of duty at 35 per cent, ad valorem, 
and m ade a long speech against the pro­ 
tective system, which was answered by 
Dawes, and at 4:50 o’clock the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
In th e H o u se. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 
12th.—In the 
H ouse to-day the m ajority and m inority 
reports in the Sullivan contested election 
case were subm itted. 
O'Neill of Indiana presented the m ajority 
report in favor of Sullivan, and Rowell of 
Illinois the m inority report for Felton. 
The river and harbor appropriation bill 
was reported. 
It carries an appropriation 
of $11,906,850 for California, the item s as 
heretofore published. 
The direct tax bill was taken up, and 
after a short debate voting was commenced 
on the am endm ents to the bill. 
Oates of A labam a proposed his am end­ 
m ent providing for a refund of the cotton 
tax. 
Allen of Mississippi olfered an am end­ 
m ent to Oates’ am endm ent, providing that 
such sum refunded be held as an educa­ 
tional fund for the benefit of free schools. 
McRae of A rkansas subm itted an am end­ 
m ent of the sam e nature. 
A llen’s am endm ent was rejected, McRae’s 
am endm ent was 
also 
lost, and Oates’ 
am endm ent was lo3t by a vote of 129 nays 
to 64 yeas. 
Oates then offered an am endm ent in­ 
quiring into the constitutionality of the 
collection of the cotton tax, and providing 
th at any person who paid cotton taxes m ay 
appeal to the Suprem e Court. 
Ruled out 
by the Speaker on a point of order. 
General W heeler of Alabama, the famous 
ex-Confederate cavalry leader, offered an 
am endm ent providing that the m oney em ­ 
braced in the fund of the direct tax be ap­ 
plied to the payment of pensions of sol­ 
diers who volunteered under the first call of 
A braham Lincoln. 
Allen of Michigan replied that the Gov­ 
ernm ent. and not the States, would be re­ 
sponsible for such payment. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 152 
to 28. 
At 4 o’clock the previous question was 
ordered, and the bill passed by a vote of 
178 yeas to 96 nays.

As the Irain came lo a standstill, Colonel 
New, Secretary Halford, Mr. McKee, Major 
Denny, Judge M artindale, Colonel Bridge- 
land and Mr. Scott im m ediately boarded 
tfie Vice-Presidential car from the rear 
platform . 
They were m et at the door of 
the sm oking-room by Mr. and Mrs. Mor­ 
ton, who bad already donned their wraps 
and were prepared to alight. 
Colonel New was the first to cordially 
welcome the honored guests, and intro­ 
duced Secretary Halford and Mr. McKee, 
who welcomed them in the nam e of Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. H arrison.

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THE SAKOAN MATTEB. 


The R ecokd-U nton a few days ago, on 
two different occasions, gave to its readers 
a complete statement and history of the 
Samoan difficulty, and the aggressive and 
insulting procedure of German officials 
representing in that island group. 
It was 
then, as was done by the R eoobd-Ukion 
eighteen months ago, pointed out that the 
American and English Governments had 
been “put upon” by Germany ; that the 
interests of the two nations in the islands 
had not only been ignored by Germany, 
hut that botli Governments had been 
snubbed and insulted hv German effront­ 
ery, and that neither the Americans nor 
the English had played the part the stand­ 
ing and imjiortanceof those powers and the 
needs of their commercial interests de­ 
manded. 
A Senator of the United States 
has now raised the question whether our 
interests have had due protection, and has 
moved an inquiry into the whole business. 
Until that inquiry is made and ended it 
will be the part of justice to withhold pos- 
tive judgment. 
But, as this paper long 
ago said, in the light of the reports made, 
it appears that the United States Govern­ 
ment has not taken the stand against Ger­ 
man impertinence in Samoa that our honor 
demands, nor conserved the interests of the 
legitimate Government of Samoa that 
common justice dictates. There is reason 
to believe that England has submitted to 
German aggression and 
impudence in 
Samoa, either through fear of Prince Bis­ 
marck, or because she is secretly in league 
with the German Empire to absorb Samoa 
and suppfant the local Government. 
Iiv 
our treaty witii Samoa we are bound to 
recognize and aid the preservation of 
Samoan 
independence. 
Germany 
and 
Great Britain were equally held. 
But the 
former has made no concealment of its 
friendship for a pretender to the throne; 
she even went so far at one time as to 
recognize and seat him under cover of the 
guns of German men-of-war. 
W hen the 
lawful Government of Samoa appealed to 
the representative of the United States for 
protection guaranteed by the treaty, and 
o r Consul-General raised the American 
flag above the Samoan colors, that oflicial 
Wo' rebuked and dismissed upon the tech­ 
nical ground that he should have first re­ 
ported and have awaited special instruc­ 
tions. 
Strictly speaking, perhaps, he was 
in error in not doing so. 
But had he 
waited the transmission of a report tiie 
lawful Government would have been over­ 
thrown by German intrigue and the aid 
extended to the rebels by German marines* 
just as did subsequently happen. In short, 
it looks very much as if the Government 
of the United States did not give that aid 
to Malieotoa that it should; that it has not 
conserved its own interests in Samoa with 
diligence or courage; not even after the 
conference between the [lowers in 1887, in 
which Germany was brought to consent to 
the restoration of the Malieotoa rule, 
and the installation ol his successor. Since 
that time, however, Germany has renewed 
her plotting to gain absolute control of 
this mid ocean station, the most valuable 
to commerce of any between Australasia 
and North America, and to-day Germany 
really has the islands in possession, and 
Mataafa rules hut nominal I v. 
Americans 
are subjected to insults by ( ierman officials 
and every effort is being put forth to crowd 
American residents and business from the 
islands. 
The inquiry now moved, if or­ 
dered, will clear away all fog of doubt 
from the m atter and give us the facts di­ 
vested of any local prejudices and partisan 
statements. 
We shall then he able to 
determine with accuracy whether or not 
the Administration lias been wise in its 
policy of non-interference, and whether it 
is common propriety or jingoism to insist 
upon the maintenance of the integrity of a 
Government in Samoa with which we 
have treated, and which has uniformly 
kept its contracts with us, and is ’disposed 
to give German commerce no greater ad­ 
vantages than are granted to Americans or 
the English.

Petsia's right

leges is absolute, and there is no obligation 
under former conventions that requires 
her to consult Russia.

Postm aster Stephens, on the 13th of No­ 
vember, represented to the Postoffice au ­ 
thorities at W ashington that the service in 
this city could be very m aterially improved 
by authorizing the expenditure of $250 per 
year for horse hire for one more letter car­ 
rier. H is letter set forth that there were 
only two m ounted carriers at this office, 
and th at they were not able to m ake the 
num ber of deliveries and collections in the 
outside districts which the rapidly increas­ 
ing population of the city dem anded. 
Un­ 
der date of the 28 h of November the Sec­ 
ond Assistant Postm aster-General author­ 
izes the expenditure of the $250 as requested, 
and another carrier will be m ounted on the 
1st of January. 
After that date there will 
be two deliveries daily in all parts of the 
city, and eight deliveries in the business 
portion. 
T he railroad company has put on a swing 
train between this city and Colfax, upon 
w hich there is no m ail agent, and Mr. 
Stephens has recom mended that closed 
pouches be sent by this train to all im ­ 
portant stations between here and Colfax, 
including the latter place. Closed pouches 
are already sent on No. 3, so tbat people 
along the line get three m ails a day from 
thi3 city.

Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary o f the State Board of H ealth, in his 
report for the m onth of November give3 
the following inform ation : 
Reports for November, received from 
sixty-eight localities, give a m ortality of 
997 decedents, in a population estimated at 
654.400, which give3 a percentage of 1.5 
per 1,000 in the m onth, or an annual death 
rale of 18 per 1,000, which is above the av­ 
erage for the past six m onths, but still a 
very low rate of m ortality for this season of 
the year, when acute pulm onary com plaints 
prevail, and which in the Eastern States 
increase their m ortality list so very largely. 
W ith the advent of the rainy season respi­ 
ratory diseases became prom inent, and at 
once made themselves apparent in our 
m ortality returns. 
Cousum ption caused 142 deaths, about 
the sam e a3 in October. 
Pneum onia, which in October produced 
death in but 47 persons, in November 
caused the decease of 108, over double the 
num ber. 
Bronchitis was fatal in 22 instances, 
which is also an increase from the last re­ 
port. 
Congestion of the lungs 
caused 
ten 
deaths. 
D iarrhea and dysentery, so fatal during 
the sum m er m onths, has reduced its death 
rate to five in November, all isolated cases. 
Last m onth deaths from these diseases 
num bered twenty-eight, the change in the 
atm osphere seeming to have a beneficial 
effect in m odifying their fatality. 
Cholera Infantum —The deaths from this 
disisse have also fallen from thirty last 
m onth to twelve in November. 
These 
were all sporadic cases, and in no locality 
was any epidemic tendency noted. 
Diphtheria made a m arked advance in 
the num ber of decedents, forty-three deaths 
being ascribed to it. Twenty-two of these 
occurred in Sao Francisco, six in Los A n­ 
geles. three in Napa, two each in Downey, 
San Diego and Sacramento, and one each 
in K na Mills. Nevada City. Pasadena, H ol­ 
lister, Santa Barbara, Santa Cruz, Stockton 
and St. Helena. 
Croup caused tea deaths, seven in San 
Francisco and three in Los Angeles, prob­ 
ably all diphtheric in their nature. 
W hooping-cough wa3 fatal in seven in ­ 
stances, which is an increase over last 
m onth’s report, aud indicates th at the dis­ 
ease is increasing its area of diffu ion. 
Scarlet fever was fatal in two instances 
only. The disease is quite prevalent, but 
of an unusually m ild type. 
Measles caused no deaths. 
Small-pox caused but one death—a child 
in Merced. 
Thete were no other deaths 
from it reported. 
Typho-m alarial fever was fatal in nine 
instances. 
Typhoid fever had a fatality of tbirtv- 
one, fifteen occurring in San Francisco, the 
the others in single cases throughout the 
State. 
Remittent fever caused five deaths—one 
in Bakersfield, one in Sau Bernardino, aud 
three in San Francisco. 
Cerebro spinal fever caused nina deaths 
—five in San Francisco, one in College City, 
one in Colfax, one in Cottonwood, and one 
in W atsonville. 
Erysipelas was fatal in three instances. 
H eart disease—sixty-one deaths were re­ 
ported from this canse. 
Cancer caused twenty-four deaths. 
A lcoholwm was fatal to ten persons. 
The following towns report no d e ath s: 
Bodie, Lakeport, Roseville, Folsom , V en­ 
tura and W heatland. 
PREVAILING DISEASES. 
Reports received from eighty localities 
in different parts of the State, indicate the 
increase of zymotic 
disease, 
especially 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, anil 
a tendency to the spread of small-DOx. 
The meteorological changes during Novem­ 
ber ha3 likewise increased all acute diseases 
of the respiratory organs, influenza being 
epidemic in m any places, and pneum onia 
and bronchitis quite prevalent. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery show a rem ark­ 
able decrease in prevalence, but sporadic 
casesappearedduringtliem onth in K night’s 
Ferry, Cottonwood, Etna Mills, Redding, 
W heatland, Downey, San Bernardino, T u­ 
lare, Fresno, College City, Red Biuff and 
Benicia. 
Cholera infantum has practically ceased 
to be m entioned in our reports,'tw o or 
three localities only reporting isolated cases. 
T his fact tends to show how essentially the 
disease is dependent upon tem perature anil 
oiet for its m aintenance, or that the microbe 
U[ on which the disease is, by Hayem, said 
t • depend, is not capable ot preserving its 
xistence in lowered temperatures. Isolated 
tasts were noticed in Los Ansíeles, San 
rancisco, Lodi, San Bernardino, Downey, 
E tna Mills, Santa Barbara and Santa Rosa. 
Measles are reported in Newcastle and 
Reddrng. 
Scarlet fever is prevalent in Sacramento, 
Sisson, Bigsrs. Lockeford, A uburn, Colton, 
• ’loverdale, San Bernardino, Ophir and San 
Francisco. 
In Auburn, Dr. Rooney writes, 
the disease appeared in neighboring hcuses, 
but by strict isolation of them the fever 
was no! perm itted to spread. 
In the town 
of O phir there were several cases, with two 
deaths. 
In Sail Francisco only four cases 
were reported. 
In Sacramento there were 
m any cases, owing to the want of sanitary 
precaution to prevent its spread. 
W hen 
scarlatina appears in a com m unity the most 
rigid isolation should he practiced, as there 
is no possibility of knowing w hether it is 
the inauguration ot an epidemic that will 
sweep through a town like a devastating 
plague, or continue its progress in a be­ 
nignant form. 
As far as heard from the 
disease is m ild in type, but often producing 
death irom the effects which follow the 
eruption. 
D iphtheria, we regret to say, is m en­ 
tioned in many reports as present. 
In San 
Francisco as m any as sixty two cases were 
reported during November. 
It also was 
noticed in Oakland, Sacramento. Sr. Helena, 
Napa. Sisson, Trnckee, Igo. Etna Mills. 
Downey. Colton, San Bernardino, Ventura, 
Fresno, Mariposa, Nevada City, Rocklin, 
Santa Crnz, Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
Santa Barbara. 
Croup, twin sister to diphtheria, is re­ 
ported as haviog been noticed in Lincoln, 
Sisson, Ttuckee, Rocklin, Fort Bid sell, 
Mariposa, A naheim , Cloverdale, Ventura 
and Los Angeles. 
The increase in the reports of these dis­ 
eases m ust be attributed to sanitary care­ 
lessness in the m anagem ent of the new 
cases occurring. W hen once diphtheria has 
arisen the law of contagion carries it to the 
rich and the poor w ithout discrim ination ; 
to the cleanly and the uncleanlj . but not 
to all alike 
F ilth fosters the disease, but 
cleanline-8 offers no inducem ent for its 
propagation. 
Beware of any person who 
has a sore th ro a t; do not kiss or absorb the 
breath c f any such. Do not visit the 
dwelling where diphtheria or croup are 
present, and above all, do not let your chil­ 
dren g" where it is. 
D iphtheria is a pre­ 
ventable disease, and proper sanitary and 
preventive measures are invariably fol­ 
lowed by a lim itation of the disorder to the 
place of its occurrence. 
W hooping-cough is quite prevalent in 
Angel s Camp, Livermore, Etua Mills, Elsi­ 
nore, Downey and College City. 
Erysipelas, which is, in a lim ited sense, 
contagious, was noticed in Downieville. 
Salinas. Dixon, Truckee. Igo, Redding, Fort 
Bid well, Cedarville, Red 
Bluff, Tulare. 
Fresno and Colfax. 
Typhoid fever was quite prevalent during 
the m onth of November, and was noticed 
particularly in San Francisco, Sacramento, 
St. Helena, Alturas, L oit. A naheim Liver­ 
more, Truckee. Etna Mills, Redding, Fort 
Bid well, Elsinore. Colton and Jolon. 
The increased prevalence of this disease 
was not unexpected, as it has invariably 
taken place after the first rains, probably 
by the latter washing surface im purities 
into the drinking water. 
Dr. Dowling, in 
a paper read before 'h e New Jersey Sanitary 
Association, asserted that a careful study of 
the cases and statistics which he exam ined 
seemed conclusive that at least ninety-five 
per cent, of the cases of typhoid fever come 
dfpeatlv from im pure water. Sanitary care 
and vigiiance are the only means known of 
preventing the disease, and wherever the 
slightest suspicion arises of the purity of 
the water, it ought to be hoiled before b e in g 
used. 
The good effect o f d ra in a g e in th is 
disease is rem arkably shown in th e city of 
San Diego. 
Before their present c o m p le te 
system of sewerage was established, ty- 
nhoid fever was very prevalent; now it is 
becom ing m ore rarelv found, and only in 
those places where drainage is still incom ­ 
p lete. 
Typho-m aiarial fever is m entioned as 
having a local habitation and a nam e in 
K night's Ferry. Anaheim , Lockeford, L in­ 
coln, Igo. San Bernardino, Tulare, College 
City and Fresno 
R em ittent and interm ittent fevers are no­ 
ticed in reports from Merced, Line rln. 
Knight's 
Ferry, Cottonwood, 
Rocklin, 


W heatland, San Bernardino, Tulare, New­ 
castle and other localities. 
Pneum onia prevails to a great extent 
throughout the State. 
The large rainfall, 
w ith cold fogs, seems to have increased the 
frequency of attacks. This was particularly 
noticed in the valleys and coast counties, 
as well as above the snow line. 
It is m en­ 
tioned in reports from Sisson, North Bloom- 
Truckee, Forest H ill, Nevada City, Igo, 
W atsonville, Salinas City, San Bernardino, 
V entura, Elsinore, Merced, Lodi, Napa, 
Lockeford, Fresno, A uburn, Secramento, 
San Francisco and Jolon. 
Bronchitis likewise prevails to a great 
extent throughout the State, and fortunately 
in those places where pneum onia is rife the 
type appears to be mild and not attended 
by any unusual m ortality, except among 
the aged and feeble. 
Influenza is also universal, but of a m ild 
type. 
Sm all pox is still threatening our State 
with an epidemic, and it the m issing factor 
in the cause tbat detenuiiies its diffusion 
were present, we have plenty of the m ater­ 
ial on hand to produce that result, 
in San 
Francisco during the m onth there were 
thirteen cases reported, one coming here 
from Illinois; two came from New Mexico, 
and one from Nevada, the source of supply 
being quite diffused. 
In Santa Rosa, Dr. 
R P. Sm ith writes they had four cases on a 
farm two miles south of the city. 
The first 
case caiue from Oakland. 
Eleven per.-- ns 
were exposed in the house; three children 
uuvaccinated. Tlrev were vaccinated forty- 
eight hours ahead oi' the incubative period 
ol sm all-pox, and all escaped with the very 
m ildest attack of varioloid. None of those 
exposed but vaccinated took the disea-e. 
In Merced five case.? of sm all-pox were re 
ported, and one died ; the type was very 
m ild. 
Q uarantine m easures being insti-

tuted, it ishoped tiiedisease will not spread, 
as vaccinaiipa of ail unprotected persons 
Was at once begun, and will be kept up 
until each one availing him self of the 
opportunity is protected.
